Wasutneton, December 20. 
Guitesu came into the court-room 
this morning looking paler than usual. 
He had not slept well as ‘a man was 
placed in a cell near his who was suf- 


morphine, and during the whole night 
his shrieks rang through the jail. 
Guiteau was annoyed and [asked 
the occasion for such a riot. The 
keeper replied; “ We have got a crazy 
man on our bands to-night.’ “Well,” 
said Guiteau, “why don't you choke 
him and make him keep quiet and not 
let respectable people be disturbed in 
this way by the miserable lunatic.” 

Dr. McDonald took the stand and 
was ned by Scoville, main- 
ly on temporary insanity. 

The witness was asked if in his prac- 
tice he had not met an instance of 
temporary insanisy. 

He replied: ‘‘ Yes, sir; I knew a 
man who was insane for 24 hours.” 

Scoville eis a then he got 
well? 

No, sir; he died.” 

[Laughter at Scoville's expense. | 

The witness was asked what he 
meant yesterday by saying: “I think 
he (prisoner) has been playing 4 part 
in court, and replied: “I believe he 
bas been feigning what he believed to 
be insanity, but not really insanity. I 
believe he has been attempting to give 
the impression in court that he is in- 
sane, and with that idea has been act- 
ing a part.” 

Scoville soon became involved ina 
discussion with counsel on the im- 
portance of the question, when Gui- 
teau shouted “You had better let go; 
you are making altogether too much 
of him.

nessee Asylum. The witness had vis- 
ited the prisoner in jail, and had 
closely observed him in Court, and 
believed him perfectly sane. The wit- 
ness did not believe the Deity ever in- 
spired a man to kill a fellow creature, 
and any who labored under such in- 
sane delusion would show it in act if 
not by words. 

In answering hypothetical questions 
he said the prisoner was undoubtedly 
sane. Scoville excepted and Guiteau 
interposed his remarks. Scoville 
made a sharp cross-examination. 

After recess Scoville put the hypo- 
thetical question which embraced the 
clause, “Suppose the prisoner believed 


Christ?” Judge Porter. protested 
against the question as blasphemous, 
and said it wonld bea disgrace to a 
Court of Justice in a Christian nation 
to allow it to be entertained for a mo- 
ment.

2, . that the 
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now insist upon my motion of Satur- 
day, that the prisoner be removed to 
the dock. 

Scoville arose to speak, when Judge 
Cox said: Let me know first if the 
counsel desire to be heard upon the 
motion to remove the prisoner to the 
dock. 

Judge Davidge then proceeded to 
speak to the motion. Ile believed 
the time had come when every one 
present was perfectly satisfied the 
prisoner was periectly sane in respect 
of his behaviour, and amenable to the 
same rules as other prisoners. In the 
case of General Syckles, who was tried 
in this court for murder, the Judge 
refused to deviate from the rule, 
although he was u distinguished law- 
yer and Member of Congress at the 
time he sat in the prisoner's dock dur- 
ing his trial. 

Scoville said he would assent to any 
proposition whith: might be deemed 
necessary. No one had suffered more 
than he had from the prisoner's be- 
haviour. 

Guiteau interrupted— Well, its be- 
cause you are a jackass on this case. 
If I had decent counsel, I should not 
have any occasion for remarks. You 
are doing well enough on your own 
theory, but your theory is altogether 
too narrow. You have not got brains 
enough for this case. 

Col. Reid denied the assumption 
that the prisoner’s sanity had been es- 
tablished. No human knowledge 
could fathom the workings of an in- 
sane mind, and humanity would dic- 
tate it. Reasonable doubt should ex- 
ist that leniency be extended toward 
him. He thought admonition from 
the Court would suffice. 

Corkhi!l insisted upon the removal 
of the prisoner to the dock, and the 
removal from around him, of the 
special policemen who were not regu- 
lar attendants of Court; that be should 
be kept in the dock with no other 
special protection than that which is 
accorded any other prisoner. 

Guiteau (trembling with anger or 
apprehension) shonted out: You 
want to shoot me do you, Corkhill ? 
You can’t convict me so you want to 
get me shot. You might as well hang 
me up outside and tell men to shoot 
me. I tell you (raising his voice 
almost to a shriek) God Almighty 
would curse you, sir, if I was put in 
that dock aad shot, you miserable 
wretch, you.” 

Scoville with much feeling protested 
against the proposition ot the Dis- 
trict Attorney, which gould not be un- 
derstood by any one other than as an 
invitation to all who heard to shoot 
the prisoner if an opportunity offered. 

After a most impressive argament 
by Judge Porter, in which he re- 
pelled the reflection of counsel for the’ 
defense upon the District Attorney, 
Judge Cox gave his opinion, stating 
that no certain measure to silence the 
prisoner could have been taken that 
would not have abridged his constitu- 
tional rights, whereas it had been 
deemed, and he thought rightly that 
the prisoncr’s behavior and utterances 
would prove the best means of deter- 
ming his mental conditien. He 
ordered the prisoner removed to the 
dock which was then done. 


Blaine’s New Project. 
Wasuincton, December 28. 
Ex-Secretary Blaine has gone into a 
new railroad project intended to open 
up the coal and timber region near 
the head waters of the Potomac.

I apprehend that there will not be 
another trial. The court in baue will 
rule upon my exception immediately 
after the rendéring of a verdict,

dicated from the complexion of the’ 


testimony, the well established fact of 
the prisoner's sanity aod their experi- 
ence in criminal cases.

Nevada is not supporting near the 
animal life itis-eapable of. The land 
is not put to the most economical use 
io either the kind of crops or methods 
. of cultivation. The tursip grows well 
in cold soils, and in fact it is only in 
cold countries that it reaches perfec- 
tion. It grows larger in California, 
but is stringy and woody and has no 
such delicious flavor and juicy meat as 
here, The turnip is not only excel- 
lent food for man, but both tame and 
wild cattle eat it with a relish. It 
makes them fat and healthy. A piece 
of land that will raise a ton of hay 
will raise several tons of turnips. 
Beets and carrofalso make excellent 
food for animals, and will grow well 
almost any where in Nevada, It is 
difficult to say where the capacity of 
Nevada for raising cattle and horses 
would stop, if the right methods of 
farming prevailed. Distant parts of 
the State are eapable of producing 
vast quantities of grain, hay, beets, 
carrots aud turnips, and if these were 
all coltivated to the full extent, and 
fed to stock the results would be enor- 
mons, Cattle and horses are goods 
that. are independent of railroads.
